Dispatch :—We hav e just come 
from Munich which is celebrated all 
ov er Europ e for its beer and justly. 
The emblem of the city is a boy 
with a glass of beer iu one hand and 
three turui|>8 in the other. 
A citizen told us “turnip s are tine 
with l>eer” 
p robably because they 
make one want more beer. 
They 
drink it from stone jugs which are a 
good deal like a butter jar with a 
handle aud cov er, yet my brother says 
the students at Leip sig will drink ten 
or a dozen glasses in an ev ening, aud 
that they hav e contests to see who 
shall p ay, the fellow who drinks his 
glass and says “beer” first goes free. 
The beer is really excellent, not bit­ 
ter and strong like ours. I hav e been 
now a mouth iu large cities where the 
p eop le drink water only when they 
hav eto, aud hav e seen only one drunk 
eu man and him in Vienna, a city as 
large and fast as Chicago. 
It is fast in a different way though. 
The women of the resp ectable classes 
go wherev er the men do, and what is 
a saloon with us is a restaurant here. 
Oue can hav e a v ery good time in 
Vienna. Going up Mt. Pilatus to­ 
day we met a coup le of American 
boys, and in the conv ersation one of 
them said “Isn’t Vienna gorgeous” 
and that exp resses it v ery well. 
Saw 
Wagner’s op era Siegfried the first 
night I was there. 
Materna took the 
p art of a fairy, and as she weighs 
about three hundred p ounds it re­ 
quired the exercise of one’s imagina­ 
tion. They say she gets a p ension of 
$8000 a year though besides her sala­ 
ry. The Viennese lov e music. 
It is 
almost imp ossible to get a good seat. 
Many p eop le p ay a fixed sum p er 
year for the p riv ilege of choosing 
their seats. 
The op eras and the the 
aters all commence at 7 o’clock and 
usually finish before ten for a singu­ 
lar reason. 
Nearly ev erybody liv es 
iu large ap artment houses which hav e 
only one outside door, and this door 
is locked at ten o’clock by the p orter, 
who is entitled to a fee of four cents 
for op ening the door, and to sav e this 
four cents they go to so much trouble, 
and it is quite an inconv enience as 
they do not usually hav e sup p er uutil 
7:30. 
At the entrance to the Audi 
torium ev eryone is comp elled to leav e 
hats aud wrap s of all descrip tion, 
which makes the house p resent a v ery 
homelike ap p earance. 
It is the same 
in other cities. The Americans had 
a Thanksgiv ing ball aud dance at­ 
tended by one hundred aud fifty aud 
the American minister, Bartlett Trip p , 
of Dakota aud his wife were at home. 
At our Pension was a German baron, 
that is, his father is a baron so he, 
being the oldest son, is entitled to the 
name. They hav e an estate in Russia, 
near the frontier, and the young fel­ 
low sp eaks Russian, Germau, French, 
and some Italian and Bohemian. He 
is stage-struck, and his fattier objects. 
His father has sent him to Vienna to

. 
The idea wan ihat 
when he should be hyp notized the 
hyp notist should tell him he must not 
go on the stage, and after he came 
out of the hyp notic state ho would 
not wraut to.

The Lest European Menace.

All the Old World govern­ 
ments were unfriendly, or at least 
cold, to the United States, but France 
alone took advantage of our embar- 
ra.Client to seize a foothold in the 
New ;voild. Perhaps Napoleon felt 
proDiuiiitio*^ ^ discontent amo>*g his 
people which ."Made him an eas> prey 
eight years later, aud thought to 
strengthen himself bj* ministering to 
tho French love of glory by fore>gn 
conquest,perhaps lie c vu temp* ahull he 
new' empire as a possible refuge 
himself. 
For a time he was success­ 
ful and seated the unfortunate Maxi­ 
min iam as Emperor of Mexico. 
To­ 
wards tho close of our war, when it 
became evident that the United States 
would soon have a large and veteran 
arm free to assist her neighbor, the 
new imperial fabric fell rapidly to 
pieces, and Napoleon deserted his 
unfortunate protege, of who it may be 
said that nothing in his life so became 
him as his leaving it. Since the fail­ 
ure of this attempt to fasten European 
monarachy on Mexico, that country 
has made a steady though slow, pro­ 
gress, and Americans can find no more 
enjoyable winter trip than to our sis­ 
ter republic.

E d . D is p a tc h :—We have inst come 
from Munich which is celebrated al l 
over Europe for its beer and justly. 
The emblem of the city is a boy 
with a glass of beer in one hand and 
three turnips in the other. 
A citizen told us “turnips are fine 
with beer” 
probably because they 
make one want more beer. 
They 
drink it from stone jugs which are a 
good deal like a butter jar with 
handle and cover, yet my brother says 
the students at Leipsig will drink ten 
or a dozen glasses in an evening, and 
that they have contests to see who 
shall pay, the fellow who drinks his 
flans and says “beer” first goes free. 
he beer is really excellent, not bit­ 
ter and strong like ours. I have been 
now a month in large cities where the 
people drink water only when they 
haveto, and have seen only one drunk­ 
en man a n i him in Vienna, a city as 
large and fast as Chicago. 
It is fast in a different way though. 
The women of the respectable classes 
go wherever the men do, and what is 
a saloon with us is a restaurant here. 
Oue can have a very good time in 
Vieuua. Going up Mt. Pilatus to­ 
day we met a couple of American 
boys, and in the conversation one of 
them said “Isn’t Vienna gorgeous” 
and that expresses it very well. 
Saw 
Wagner’s opera Siegfried the first 
night I was there. 
Materna took the 
part of a fairy, and as she weighs 
about three hundred pounds it re­ 
quired the exercise of one’s imagina­ 
tion. They say she gets a pension of 
$8000 a year though besides her sala­ 
ry. The Viennese love music. 
It is 
almost impossible to get a good seat. 
Many people pay a fixed sum per 
year for the privilege of choosing 
their seats. 
The operas and the the­ 
aters all commence at 7 o’clock and 
usually finish before ten for a singu­ 
lar reason. 
Nearly everybody lives 
in large apartment houses which have 
only one outside door, and this door 
is locked at ten o’clock by the porter, 
who is entitled to a fee of four cents 
for opening the door, and to save this 
four cents they go to so much trouble, 
aod it is quite an inconvenience as 
they do not usually have supper until 
7:30. At the entrance to the Audi 
toriuin everyone is compelled to leave 
hats and wraps of all description, 
which makes the house present a very 
homelike appearance. 
It is the same 
in other cities. The Americans had 
a Thanksgiving ball and dance at­ 
tended by one hundred and fifty and 
the American minister, Bartlett Tripp, 
of Dakota, and his wife were at home 
At our PensiOQ was a German baron, 
that is, his father is a baron so he, 
being the oldest son, is entitled to the 
name. They have an estate in Russia, 
near the frontier, and the young fel­ 
low speaks Russian, German, French, 
and some Italian arid Bohemian. He 
is stage-struck, and his father objects. 
His father has sent bim to Vienna to 
be h y p n o t iz e d . 
The idea was that 
when he should be hypnotized the 
hypnotist should tell him he must not 
go on the stage, and after he came 
out of the hypnotic state he would 
not want to. 
At the asylum* or 
wherever it was they gave the treat­ 
ment, they could not get him hypno­ 
tized in his normal condition, so they 
tried to weaken his nerves by giving 
him frequent baths and then tried 
chloroforming. 
They were all ap­ 
parently in earnest and it struck me 
as very funny. 
The stores in Vienna are usually 
very small, especially the jewelry 
stores, and the jewelers put a large 
part of their stock in the windows, 
which swing on hinges toward the 
street. 
Oue day a fellow coolly 
walked up, unlocked one, stuffed his 
pockets, shut the window, and walked 
off with $35,000 worth of precious 
stones, aud has not come back. Peo­ 
ple supposed he was the proprietor. 
Since the above was written we 
have come to Paris, and of all the ex­ 
travagant robber’s dens, it is the 
worst, 
I meant to have gotten T. R. Cong-

demonstration.

governor. 
The crowd became deeply 
exasperated and the leaders suggested 
that the ministers be seen, and the 
suggestion was quickly acted upon. 
Proceeding to the cham ber the crowd 
found th at theirco ming had been an­ 
ticipated, for they found the doors 
barred against them. 
Undaunted in 
their determination, the crowd set to 
work to force an entrance and doors 
aud windows were soon tottered down 
and Ingress gained. 
The police a t­ 
tempted to check the crowd in their 
work of destruction, but the officers 
fared badly In the scuffle that followed 
and the rioters were for the time be­ 
ing m asters of the situation. 
Their 
victory, however, w m barren of re­ 
sult, for, after gaining the chamber 
they found that the members of the 
executive were conveniently absent. 
The leaders of the crowd held a short 
conference and It was decided to at­ 
tack the stores on W ater street, where 
large quantities

The first place attacked was 
Doner’s. 
The place waa soon broken 
open. 
Then attention was turned to 
Steer's stores, 
which were

looted of their provisions.

point arm ed police interfered and the

Brown, Coady and King, the promot­ 
ers of the rioters were arrested. The 
crowd displayed a disinclination to at­ 
tack the police for the purpose of res­ 
cuing the prisoners, but the officers

back and then suddenly closing the 
gates. 
Tho police are 
still inside 
with their prisoners while the rioters 
surround the premises 
hooting and 
stoning the officers.

SPAIN COMBS DOWN.

— As Indicated 
in the exclusive Associated Presa ca­ 
blegram from Madrid the negotiations 
to t ween the state departm ent and the 
government of Spain looking to the 
restoration of the minimum tariff on 
American products entering Cuba and 
Porto Rico have almost reached a sat­ 
isfactory conclusion.

difficulty is expected In conceding to 
the United States the benefits of the 
minimum tariff. 
Spain has also se­ 
cured a substantial advantage. 
Her 
West Indian colonies ordinarily supply 
the United States with about 75 per 
cent of the sugar Imported. W ith the 
exception of Hawaii all of the other 
great Sugar exporting countries have 
a direct or indirect bounty on sugar 
exported. 
Thus their sugar la liable 
to a duty of one-tenth of g cent per 
pound over and above the 40 per cent 
duty imposed on Cuban sugar, and in 
consequence the Cuban planters prac­ 
tically receive a portion equal to the 
discrim inating duty paid by European 
powers, and it Is believed will thus be 
able to control the 
market of the 
greatest sugar consuming country on 
♦he globe.

All the Old W orld govern­ 
ments were unfriendly, or at least 
cold, to the United States, but France 
alone took advantage of our em bar­ 
rassm ent to seize a foothold in the 
New ivorld. 
Perhaps Napoleon felt 
prem onition of discontent among his 
people which 'uftde him an eas^ prey 
eight years later, 
and thought to 
strengthen himself b f m inistering to 
the French love of glory by foreign 
conquest,perhaps he contem platedihe 
new em pire as a possible refuge for 
himself. 
For a time he was success­ 
ful and seated the unfortunate Maxi- 
m illiam as Em peror of Mexico. 
To­ 
wards the close of our war, when it 
became evident that the United States 
would soon have a large and veteran 
arm free to assist her neighbor, the 
new imperial fabric fell rapidly to 
pieces, and Napoleon deserted his 
unfortunate protege, of who it m aybe 
said that nothing in his life so became 
him as his leaving it.

ure of this attem pt to fasten European 
monarachy on Mexico, that country 
has made a steady though slow, pro­ 
gress, and Americans can lind no more 
enjoyable w inter trip than to our sis­ 
ter republic.

Held January 8, 1895. 


L u c e r n e , Dec. 13, 1894. 
Er>. D i s p a t c h :—We have just come 
from Munich which is celebrated all 
over Europe for its beer and justly. 
The emblem of the city is a boy 
with a glass of beer in one hand and 
three turnips in the other. 
A citizen told us “turnips are tine 
with beer” 
probably because they 
make one want more beer. 
They 
drink it from stone jugs which are a 
good deal like a butter jar with a 
handle aud cover, yet my brother says 
the students at Leipsig will drink ten 
or a dozen glasses in an evening, and 
that they have contests to see who 
shall pay, the fellow who drinks his 
glass and says “beer” tirst goes free. 
The beer is really excellent, not bit­ 
ter and strong like ours. 
I have been 
now a month in large cities where the 
people drink water only when they 
haveto, aud have seen only one drunk 
eu man and him in Vienna, a city as 
large and fast as Chicago. 
It is fast in a different way though. 
The women of the respectable classes 
go wherever the men do, and what is 
a saloon with us is a restaurant here. 
One can have a very good time in 
Vienna. 
Going up Mt. Pilatus to­ 
day we met a couple of American 
boys, and in the conversation one of 
them said “Isn’t Vienna gorgeous” 
and that expresses it very well. 
Saw 
W agner’s opera Siegfried the tirst 
night I was there. 
M aterna took the 
part of a fairy, and as she weighs 
about three hundred pounds it re­ 
quired the exercise of one’s im agina­ 
tion. 
They say she gets a pension of 
$8000 a year though besides her sala­ 
ry. 
The Viennese love music. 
It is 
almost impossible to get a good seat. 
Many people pay a tixed sum per 
year for the privilege of choosing 
their seats. 
The operas and the the­ 
aters all commence at 7 o’clock and 
usually finish before ten for a singu­ 
lar reason. 
Nearly everybody lives 
in large apartm ent houses which have 
only one outside door, and this door 
is locked at ten o’clock by the porter, 
who is entitled to a fee of four cents 
for opening the door, and to save this 
four cents they go to so much trouble, 
and it is quite an inconvenience as 
they do not usually have supper until 
7:30. 
At the entrance to tho A udi­ 
torium everyone is compelled to leave 
hats aud wraps of all description, 
which makes the house present a very 
homelike appearance. 
It is the same 
in other cities. 
The Americans had 
a Thauksgiviug ball and dance at­ 
tended by one haudred aud fifty and 
the American minister, Bartlett Tripp, 
of Dakota and his wife were at home. 
At our Pension was a German baron, 
that is, his father is a baron so he, 
being the oldest son, is entitled to the 
name. 
They have an estate in Russia, 
near the frontier, and the young fel­ 
low speaks Russian, German, French, 
aud some Italian and Bohemian. 
He 
is stage-struck, and his father objects. 
His father has sent him to Vienna to 
be 
h y p n o t i z e d . 
The idea was that 
when he should he hypnotized the 
hypnotist should tell him he must not 
go on the stage, anti after he came 
out of the hypnotic state ho would 
not want to. 
At the asylum, or 
wherever it was they gave the treat­ 
ment, they could not get him hypno­ 
tized in his normal condition, so they 
tried to weaken his nerves by giving 
him frequent baths and then tried 
chloroforming. 
They were all ap­ 
parently in earnest aud it struck me 
as very funny. 
The stores in Vienna are usually 
very small, especially the jewelry 
stores, and the jewelers put a large 
part of their stock in the windows, 
which swing on hinges toward the 
street. 
One day a fellow coolly 
walked up, unlocked one, stuffed his 
pockets, shut the window, and walked 
off with $35,OIK) worth of precious 
fctones, and has not come back. 
Peo­ 
ple supposed he was the proprietor. 
Since the above was written we 
have come to Paris, aud of all the ex­ 
travagant robber’s dens, it is the 
worst, 
I meant to have gotten T. R. Cong- 
«ion’s address, and am wondering how 
to find him.

has finallv. after the action ref. rr»-d to hud 
been twice annealed to the supreme court, 
dismissed the same as to all tlie defend­ 
ants, thereby substantially terminating tlie 
litigation. Pursuant to the act of the legis 
j luture last mentioned, an effort was made 
to procure the indictment of Mr. Rh.xles

There are at tlie state prison cells ami 
ample room anil accommodation for 589 con­ 
vict*, 
On tlie loth day of December, l.stu, 
there were 537 convicts iu confinement, of 
which <83 were sent us by the United States 
government, for which the state is paid i.t 
the rate of 40 cents per day for each man. 
The time of most *>f these federal convicts 
wi.l expire within the next two years; find if 
we deduct their number from the aggregate 
It leaves only 454 chargeable to the state, 
and with only this number there would be 
126 vacant and available cells, which wou'd 
amply 
meet and cover th** probable In­ 
crease in our prison population during the 
next two and perhaps three years. 
At my suggestion, contained In a special 
message, the legislature of 1893 applied the 
parole law’ ami tin* so-called reformatory 
plan to the state prison. Two years of ex­ 
perience and observation have demonstrated 
tlie wisdom of making the change. It re­ 
lieves tlie executive of much import unity. 
and It makes prison discipline less harsh 
an*l rigorous while fully us safe as under 
the former system ; it affords tin* convict an 
opportunity to ameliorate ills condition and 
to commute or shorten his time by Ids own 
efforts and merits, thus placing the man 
who is without friends upon h footing of 
equality with those who are better favored 
in this respect. 
Ami in addition to all tliis 
it seeks to provide him employment ami to 
ionk after his welfare in that nt-»st critical 
period of his lif*— the time immediately suc­ 
ceeding ills discharge. 
The m anufacture of twine ut tlie prison 
while it has entailed 1 q direct loss, has in­ 
directly been of great ta-nelli to the agri­ 
cultural interests of the state. 
At the time 
the enterprise was initiated the price of 
binding twine was high aud had been 1 11- 
reuscnably enhanced by the manipulations 
of a great twine or cordage trust. The 
prison twine has been of a g*x»ii quality, 
has given satisfaction to the farmers, has 
been furnished to them at near cost, and 
lias been one of tin* chief means of reducing 
tin* price of twine 33 per cent below the 
rat** existing when our people were nt the 
mercy of the great twine trust. At tiie 
time the machinery for onr twine plant was 
purchased, tiie state, owing to the hostile 
action of tiie trust, was unable to procure 
other than soft fiber machinery, which lias 
limited 
us to tlie manufacture of hemp 
twine, and tliis, owing to the high price 01 
hemp as compared with maiiilla nml sisal, 
ami to the fact that farm ers prefer, other 
conditions being equal, twine made from 
the latter, has made it very hard ami diffi­ 
cult to compete with hard fiber twine. These 
facts, and the fact that sisal and maiiilla 
are, owing to the removal qf the duty, be­ 
coming still cheaper, make It almost im­ 
perative for the state, in order to success­ 
fully continue with 
the 
manufacture of 
twine, to procure, as soon as may be suita- 
; hie. hard fil»er machinery, in order that

Such machinery, with a capacity of frotn

Under existing law only one-lialf of 
th** prison labor can In* leased on contract

years. These restrictions have proved very 
embarrassing, especially now sim e the Min- 
' nesota Thresher company, which employed 
one-half <>f tlie prison labor, has gone out 
of business. The abandonment by the com­ 
pany of its manufacturing enterprise left 
.350 idle convicts on our bands. A u e r much 
effort the managers have su** eed«*<l in find­ 
ing employment for about 200 men in the 
manufacture of boots anil shoes, under a 
two-years' contract, ut 50 cents per day for 
i each man. 
But title still leaves 150 eou- 
vlcts unprovided for. In view of these facts 
and coudltions. 1 concur iu the 'recommenda­ 
tion of the board pf managers, that in re- 
snect to contract lalsjr the restriction of 
1 numbers be entirely removed and that the 
I limitation of time be extended to ten years. 
It Is almost impossible to secure favorable 
j contracts, or indeed any contracts at all, 
for so short a term as two years. And un- 
i less ample scope Is given the board to lease 
the prison labor, additional means and facil­ 
ities'. at considerable cost, must be pro­ 
vided in order to furuish employment for

stairs. 
If she had gone down as she 
usi ally did. one step at a time, all 
would have been well, but she prob­ 
ably thought she saw a rat, and, be­ 
ing in a hurry, jumped for some dis­ 
tance, alighting on one of the bottom 
steps. Never, never again will pussy 
do such a thing. The three bottom 
steps of the stairs are arranged to set 
off the burglar alarm when any con­ 
siderable weight is put upon them, 
and the Impetus of her jum p was suf- 
licieut to achieve this result.

bottom, but without result; and the 
1 »1 icemen were finally forced to the 
conclusion that “It was the cat.” Pa­ 
trolm an Burns stopped the alarm aud 
turned off the electric lights, lv.it ho 
could not qui *t poor pussy’s u -rvcs.

They marched again to the 
dock where the Tourmaline Is lying to 
receive tho captain's answer to their 
petition of yesterday. 
C apt Poore, 
the comniauder of the w arship re­ 
ceived a deputation and told them that 
the m atter was in the hands of the 
governor. 
The crowd became deeply 
exasperated and the leaders suggested 
that the m inisters be seen, and the 
suggestion was quickly acted upon. 
Proceeding to tho cham ber the crowd 
found th at theirco niing had been an 
ticipnted, fur they found the doors 
barred against them. 
Undaunted In 
their determ ination, the crowd set to 
work to force an entrance and doors 
and windows were soon battered down 
and Ingress gained. 
The police a t­ 
tempted to check the crowd in their 
work of destruction, but the officers 
fared badly In the scuffle that followed 
and the rioters were for the time be­ 
ing m asters of the situation. 
Their 
victory, however, was barren of re­ 
sult, for, after gaining the cham ber 
they found that the members of the 
executive were conveniently absent. 
The leaders of the crow d held a short
